The Sultan Mint Yield or S«e English 


tiuns in the Darilanollel— Russia Ready 
to Seize Constantinople, and Then the 
Deluge of Blood That HH» Been So 
iong Coniinff—Some Alleged Inside His- 
tory of the Trouble—French Spleen 
Over Wagner's "Lohengrin". 
LOXDOS, Sept. lu—A Berlin dispatch 


says that the utterances of M. de Freyei- 
net, the French minister for war, in favor 
of peace are not regarded as of much 
weight in Germany, owing to the fact that 
the attitude of the French people re- 
mains so resolutely hostile, and that of 
Russia is virtually aggressive. It is not 
believed, however, that war will begin 
on the Franco-Prussian frontier, but that 
the drama will be opened at Constantino- 
ple. The news from that point has for 
several days overcome in interest any- 
thing heard from France, and the opin- 
ion is openly expressed that a collision 
will shortly take place between the Brit- 
ish and the porte, 
unless the sultan 


choo-.cs to yield to Kngland's demands. If 
he defies Lord Salisbury he may expect 
to see the Russians, under the pretext of 
assisting him, promptly occupy Constan- 
tinople; and if he does give in to the Brit- 
ish, then the Russians will become his en- 
emies. 


The Snltan's I'luns Given Away. 


The sultan is said to be most perplexed 


over the situation, and angry at the dis- 
missed ministers, whom he accuses of hav- 
ing got him into the dilemma. The latest 
story of their dismissal is that the grand 
vizier, Kiamil, i.ml the minister of war 
permitted to leak out a plan that the sul- 
tan had formed for the overthrow of the 
khedive, Tewtix, and the resumption of 
sovereignty over Egypt. The sultan had 
long been urged by Russia and France to 
put an end to Briti-h occupation in Egypt, 
and his own inclinations were decidedly 
in the same (.irection. It is said on excel- 
lent authorit y that a plot had been formed 
to seize Ten Ilk and to convey him to Con- 
stantinople as a prisoner, where his father, 
Ismail, is now held in virtual captivity; 
then to appoint a new khedive by a firman 
direct from the porte, and demand that 
the British at onre recognize his author- 
ity, which would be sustained by the land- 
ing of Turkish troops at Alexandria. 


John Hull's fleet Annears. 


It was believed that the Hritish would 


not, under such circumstances, care to 
enter into open hostilities with the sultan 
as suzerain of Egypt. The plot was be- 
lieved to be a profound secret, contined to 
the sultan, to Vizier Kiamil, and the min- 
ister of war; but somehow the lintish 
became aware of it. and the sudden ap- 
pearance of a British fleet at Alexandria 
in. July was the consequence of the dis- 
covery, and a notice, both to the Egyptians 
and to Turkey that any interference with 
Tewflk would be followed by another 
bombardment. This put an end to the 
scheme, much to the chagrin of the sul- 
tan, who has ever since. It is said, been 
determined upon a change of ministry, 
although he deferred the blow apparently 
in hopes that he would be able to detect 
the British agent, if any. in his cabinet. 
It is rumored at Constantinople that since 
the di-missal of the ministers very cruel 
means have been used to wring the in- 
formation from them and from their ser- 
vants, and that some of the latter have 
been subjected to torture and even death. 


Kussia Ready for a Move. 


A correspondent who has been visiting 


the Russian southwestern frontier in Bes- 
sarabia, as far as the Danube, says that 
troop- ure rapidly arriving and in large 
numbi-i-. This would be the base of de- 
parture for a Russian army advancing 
toward the Balkans and Constantinople. 
The [Hunts at which the troops are arriv- 
ing arc of little consequence apart from 
their situation, where nn army of inva- 
sion would naturally concentrate. 
In 


view of these facts the correspondent con- 
el mil", that Russia intends at no distant 
date to make across the Danube for Con- 
stantinople, and that her preparations 
show tii.it this time she means to have a 
force large enough to overcome all ob- 
stacle^.

It takes the 
form of a limited liability company called 
"The Jewish Colonization association," 
registered, the office of which will be in 
lx>Ddon. 
Its nominal capital will be 


43,000,000, in 20,0 0 shares o£ £100 each. Of 
these Baron Maurice de Hirsch subscribes 
to 19,909. The object is the settlement of 
Jewn in North and South America, Argen- 
tine and Canada beingthe preferred coun- 
tries.

Illinois Leads in the Grand Total by 


Tweiity-Klne Points. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ills.. Sept. 11.—The first, 


day of the regular competition of the Na- 
tional Guard interstate rifle match was 
inaugurated by firing at known distances 
by the several teams. Ten shots by each 
man were fired at 200, 300, 500 and 600 
yards. 
The work of the teams at 200 


yards resulted in Minnesota leading with 
415, Wisconsin 413, Illinois 41!, Iowa, 407. 
The work at the HOO yards point was also 
very close, Illinois leading with 405, Min- 
nesota 404, Wisconsin 40.'!, Iowa 401. 


At uOO and GOO Yards. 


In the aftt moon the firing was resumed, 


starting at the 500-yard point. Upon the 
completion of the scores Illinois forced 
itself to the front with 420 points, Wis- 
consin following with 410, Minnesota 409 
and Iowa 401. At the tWO-yard and last 
firing point Illinois distanced its compet- 
itors, leading with a score of 400 to Wis- 
consin 333, Minnesota 374 and Iowa 362. 
This gave Illinois a total of 1,637 points 
on the da>'s shoot, putting them 3» points 
ahead of Wisconsin with a total of 1,608, 
with Minnesota following with 1,003 and 
Iowa 1,571.

The New I'olicy of the Managers of Sol- 


diers' HoineH. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—The board of 


managers of the national homes for dib- 
bled soldiers concluded itsquarterly meet- 
ing yesterday. At its List mcding the 
board cteated nu'dicai boards at each 
branch home to examine inmates and as 
a i-ta.n what proportion of them are not 
disabled or able to maintain themselves. 
in the Central branch the board found 
that thirty-five inmates should be ex- 
cluded because they have sufficient income 
to maintain themselves, and that seven- 
teen inmates should be excluded because, 
they are phjsically able. 


A Difficult Question to Settle. 


The board has not yet determined upon 


the line of policy to be pursued in these 
cases. It is the desire to rid the homes of 
the inmates-who are really able to take 
care of themselve in order to afford room 
for deserving veterans who are knocking 
at the doors of the homes. But so many 
cotisitier.it ions arise that It is not prac- 
ticable to apply a general rule, and each 
iudh iiiual case must be considered upon 
its nit-rits. 


THE WIRES TO BE RESTORED. 


Chicago Board of Trade Goes Back tn 


the Old System.

The committee said a number of bills 


were certified to by the sheriff as being for 
services as bailiffs, when in fact they were 
not For that reason the committee would 
not allow them. The committee went on to 
say that the court should appoint what bail- 
iffs were needed, and bad in the past 
discouraged the wholesale appointment of 
of bailiffs by the sheriff. Wben the court 
appointed bailiffs, only six were appointed. 
Therefore the committee allowed the bills 
of six, but no more. Theeimmltte? thought 
the amount of work required of the sheriff 
was not beyond bis ability to perform with- 
out assistance. His salary is for personal 
services, but it might be well to give him 
something extra for subpoenaeing witnesses 
just before court convenes. 


The recommendation of the committee 


was adopted by the board. Now Mr. Perl 
will have to pay the bills himself or they 
will have to go unpaid. 


The bills were rendered for services per- 


formed, but it was not exactly as bailiffs. 
The county board will not allow constables 
fees for serving papers in cases where costs 
are not collected. As there are a great 
many such cases, the constables often do a 
great deal of such work for nothing. So 
Sheriff Perl appointed them bailiffs and 
they served the papers while court was in 
session, and while they were acting as 
bailiffs at 82.50 a day. Tne county board 
allows only six bailiffs. 


Mr. Perl said last night that the men for 


whom he certified bills earned the money. 
They are all constables in towns outside of 
Decatur. He sent the papers to them to 
serve because they could do It wsier than a 
man who went from Decatur for that pur- 
pose.

SWAMP LANDS.
